SUBJECT: S. 1035 (Constitutional Rights of Federal 
Employees)--Chronology in 89th Congress 


1. Discussion of this bill in the House during the present Congress 
has several times touched upon its history in the Senate during the 89th 
Congresa. Only this morning Senator Ervin, testifying before the 
Henderagon Subcommittee, said that the Agency claimed it had never 
been beard on the Senate side, whereas in fact Agency representatives 
had called on him and members of bis staff a number of times. Under 
questioning Senator Ervin stated that Agency representatives had not 
formally testified, but this was because they refused to appear in open 
session. 


Zz. in view of ali this, the following brief history of S. 1035 on the 
Senate side may be of use to you in any future conversations you may have 
with Senator Ervin:
